“Objections. — Some members 
complain that at the present time, 
all the advantage lies with the non- 
associated firms who are free to 
charge any price they think fit 
Such members overlook the benefits 
which have resulted from the policy 
of the Association—benefits which 
they continue to enjoy although, it 
is true, in lesser measure, But, if 
circumstances now require a slight 
change in that policy, I believe it 
should be a scientific approach. 

“The Ethical Aspect.—It is well 
known that the Board of Trade 
frowns on minimum prices and that 
the public generally view them with 
suspicion. Nevertheless, our National 
Council consider them essential if 
there is to be no return to pre-war 
conditions 

“The fixing of minimum prices is 
not merely a protection for chair 
frame manufacturers; it is a_ bul 
wark against shoddy upholstery 
There can be no going back to the 
starvation wages once paid to work- 
people—frame makers and uphol 
sterers; the National Labour Agree 
ment will take care of that. 

“While the manufacturing up- 
holsterer has to pay proper wages 
and a reasonable price for a sound 
frame, the market cannot be 
flooded with trash. 

“Incidentally, it may be noted 
that though the Board of Trade 
condemns the practice of guarantee 
ing the employer minimum remuner 
ation for his labour, it applauds the 
Trade Unions for ensuring that 
their members are adequately paid 
for their work. 

“The Alternative—It is alleged 
that small firms can never compete 
with large concerns and that price 
fixing merely protects the incom- 
petent 

“TI do not, nor have I ever ac 
cepted that properly conducted 
small firms cannot hold their own 
against their larger competitors 

“However, for the purposes ot 
putting a purely hypothetical case, 
] will assume that small firms are 
doomed. It is therefore fair to sup- 
pose that within measurable time 
there will be in existence no more 
thi in a si ri of firms making frames. 

“It is obvious that each will strive 
for supremacy—there then being no 
C.F.M.A. to restrain them. Little 
by little, as competition increases, 
prices will be reduced. A point 
will in time be reached where no 
further reductions are economically 
possible. It is not improbable that 
the firm with the most capital will 
vo a step further and, for a period, 
sell at a loss in order ultimately to 
be able to corner the market.

Per- 
fection of reproduction and crafts- 
manship, combined in some instances 
with the use of fine curl mahogany 
veneers or figured walnut, provided a 
fine furniture exhibition in miniature

HAT is the position of the 
furniture trade as we 
enter the month of 

September, a month which has 
always been regarded as_ the 
harbinger of better business? Is 
the trade recession still increas- 
ing, has its impetus been stopped, 
or is there any sign of improve- 
ment? 

We have some reason to 
believe that the answer to those 
questions is that, in many direc- 
tions at least, retail orders from 
manufacturers are steadily in- 
creasing 

In a personal survey last week 
of one important furniture manu- 
facturing centre in the Midlands 
we found that every factory was 
capacity. snap 
check among London 
makers provided, if not quite the 
same that 
orders are considerably more 
healthy than they were a month 
ago. From Scotland, too, we have 
received reports of better busi- 
ness, both retail and wholesale 


This year it would appear 
that the holiday season has been 
Joneer than usual, due partly to 
oreanised “ staggering.” It has 
extended fairly evenly over three 
whole months. ls that, perhaps, 


some

wne of the chief reasons why the 


trade recession was so noticeable 
in the furniture shops? 

We believe the matter goes far 
deeper than that. we are con- 
vinced that high taxation, tn- 
creased cost of living. and the 
slow housing progress must take 
large responsibility in the long- 
term view. But it would definitely 
appear at the moment that trade 
is on the up-grade. and that Sep- 
tember is. starting under much 
better conditions than those that 
have prevailed during the last 
two or three months 

We beheve that the accusation 
of over-production is partly true 
—but only when it refers to 


over-production of bad furniture 
. . . furniture the public does not 
want. 


AND THE FUTURE ? 


oF future prospects we are 

not sO pessimistic as some 
people. One day recently we 
had occasion to visit a suburb 
in South-East London. Within a 
very short distance of one 
another we found no fewer than 
eight blocks of flats nearing com- 
pletion . approximately 400 
homes which will very shortly be 
ready for furnishing. That can- 
not be an isolated instance. There 
must be similar buildings in pro- 


gress and nearly ready for 
occupation in most parts of the 
kingdom. 

Admittedly the Government's 


housing programme lags seriously 
behind reality. The figure of 
families awaiting homes in all 
parts of the country is not avail- 
able from the Ministry of Health. 


But it has been calculated at 
nearly 1,750,000. 
k* Those homes have to be 


provided, however slowly. 
those — homes 


And 
have to be 
furnished. It is largely for that 
reason that we cannot foresee 
any real slump in the purchase 
of furniture, although we 


may 
quite easily experience further 
“ trade recessions” as national 


and international prospects (and 
any increases in taxation or the 
cost of living) affect the very 
delicate pulse of public reaction. 


THE NATIONAL STOCK 
HILE hardwood 

now in the hands of the 
trade, and the Government has 
granted the right to import furni- 
ture timbers from all except hard 
currency countries, the National 
Stock is still with us. There is 
sull a substantial balance of this 
Stock, built up by the Board of 
Trade, which has not been liqui- 
dated.

buying is 
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WOODBURN BAMBERGER said so 
politely this week: “ this 
balance is progressively decreas- 
ing in attractiveness.” 

The same applies largely to 
plywood. While the right to 
import ply from a number of 
countries has been restored, this 
has been accompanied by the 
enforced use of — substantial 
quantities from the National 
Stock which, again to quote MR. 
BAMBERGER, is “largely 
balanced and in many cases 
highly priced.” 

This Government stock of 
hardwoods and plywood should 
be diverted to other channels to 
which it is more suited. For the 
balance which remains is cer- 
tainly not suitable most 
instances for furniture manu- 
facture. 


«Mr. Haroip WILSON him- 
self has recently told the Furni- 
ture Development Council that 
he considers the maintenance of 
quality in furniture to be of the 
utmost importance. How, then, 
does he justify the enforced use 
of this “ progressively unattrac- 
tive” timber? 

There is no doubt that it should 
immediately be turned over to 
other industries to which its use 
is more suited, and the furniture 
trade should be allowed to buy 
all its timber and plywood from 
stocks of finer woods imported 
under the new Private Purchase 
concession.

The model, after being shown for 
a short time in the dining-room, was 
moved to the bedroom, where she was 
dressed in a negligee and nightdress.

Results of Research into 


Plywood 


REST Products Research 

Laboratories, in their reports 
covering 1939-1947, describe two 
methods which are being used in 
their study of the creep of wood 
and plywood under sustained 
shear load. 


HE first, developed at Madison, in- 

volves the bending of square 
plates, and the second involves the 
torsion of strips. The two methods 
have been compared, and the general 
picture presented by the creep 
behaviour proves to be the same by 
both methods. 

It is, however, difficult to obtain 
accurate estimates of the creep, because 
it is imposed on a relatively large in- 
stantaneous (“ elastic’) deflection, and 
a small percentage error in the latter 
means a large error in the creep 

For this reason, tests designed to 
measure the effect of humidity on the 
creep of 4-inch Douglas fir plywood 
have failed to show any significant dif- 
ference in the creep as measured at 
30, 45, and 60 per cent humidity. 

At 75 per cent humidity, however, 
the creep is appreciably greater, and 
it is expected that when the measure- 
ments at 90 per cent humidity are 
completed, a further increase in creep 
will be shown. 


Tests on Solid Wood 


Efforts are being directed to im- 
proving accuracy and tests have been 
started on solid wood specimens to 
see if the errors are less for this 
material than for plywood. A study 
has also been made of the creep in 
torsion of a composite strip consist- 
ing of three 1/32 inch brass strips

to form a single 3/32 inch strip. 

The effect of the adhesive layers is 
considerable and although the material 
is obviously not directly comparable 
with plywood, the experiment shows 
that the effect of the glue layers on 
the creep of plywood may be appre- 
ciable. 


Long-Continued Loading 


Arising partly out of this work, 
some experiments have been made on 
the effect of long-continued loading 
on the Young’s modulus of beech as 
measured by a_ flexural vibration 
method. It has been found that at 
%) per cent relative humidity and 
under a load involving a maximum 
fibre stress of about 5,000 Ib./sq. in., 
the modulus increases by 4-5 per cent 
over a period of a few days. The 
effect 1s approximately reversible, so 
that, on unloading, the modulus drops 


and increases again when the load is 
re-applied. 

At 45 per cent relative humidity, 
there are signs of the same effect, but 
the changes in modulus are hardly 
greater than the experimental error. 
In view of the fact that negative re- 
sults have ‘previously been reported 
for the effect of continued loading on 
the modulus, other work will be con- 
tinued. 


Temperature and Moisture 


Some experiments are also in pro- 
gress, the Laboratories report, on the 
combined effect of temperature and 
moisture content on the three rigidity 
moduli of Sitka spruce. These 
measurements are being made in a 
manually-controlled model kiln, but it 
—— that greater accuracy might 
be obtained if some form of tempera- 
ture and humidity control, automatic 
over a wide range of both, could be 
devised. 

Considerable attention has therefore 
been paid to this problem but, so far, 
a really satisfactory method has not 
been found. Control of humidity by 
salt solutions, by wood flour, and by 
direct injection of steam have been 
tried and discarded.

When followed by a light sand- 
ing with a fine grit paper, these 
raised grains are cut off and a 
smooth surface obtained that will 
not raise after the stain coat has 
been applied 

On “fuzzy” grained woods, and 
coarse-grained woods, it may be 
wise to include a small amount of 
glue in the water to form a sizing. 

The effect of the glue is to hold 
the raised fibres firmly in place 
after the water has dried. The sand- 
ing Operation effectively removes 
raised fibres. Many operators pre- 
fer to use hot water in sponging or 
sizing, since it is claimed that it 
penetrates less deeply 

Usually three or four hours are 
allowed after the sponging of the 
wood before the sanding is started. 
\fter the raised fibres have been 
removed by sanding, the surface 
should be cleaned thoroughly with 
an air gun, removing all dust from 
the pores as well as the surface. 
Some of the old-time finishers like 
to go over the surface to be finished 
with a tack rag to pick up any dust 
which may remain. 

Care should be exercised in 
sponging mahogany walnut 
which are adversely affected by 
excessive moistening Aside trom 
the danger of water stain, the grain 
may be raised to such an extent that 
an uneven surface remains after the 
sanding. Naturally veneered timber 
should be given an extremely light 
sponging 

For fear of damaging the veneer 
and causing possible ply separa- 
tions, many finishers do not recom- 
mend sponging veneer at all 

Another effect of sponging which 
is often overlooked is the fact that 
it tends to shghtly enlarge the 
pores of the wood, Where a filler 
is to be used, as in the case of 
walnut or mahogany, this enables 
the pores to take the filler more 
readily. The latter is suitable for 
filling the pores of coarse-grained 
woods, but in no instance can it be 
expected to fill nail holes, check 
marks, or faulty joints. The proper 
filling of openings of this sort can 
be accomplished only with suitable 
putty 

The glazing of any defects in the 
wood itself, or defects resulting 
from machining or assembly opera- 
tions should be done before final 
sanding, and after sponging. 

If the puttying and necessary, 
sanding in connection with its 
application are done after the sur- 
face has been cleaned, the dust from 
the sanding will settle in the pores 
and require an additional cleaning 
before applying the stain and filler.

is to prepare the glue in accordance 
with the manutacturer’s recom 
mendation, avoiding the use of 
excessively dry or moist wood, and 
complete the assembly and clamping 
within the life of the glue mix 


Inconspicuous Glue Line 


In order to obtain a thin, incon- 
spicuous glue line, adequate pres- 
sure must be applied and maintained 
until the glue line has been cured. 
Where no attempt is to 
maintain adequate regulation of 
temperature and humidity in the 
glue room, the in-clamp time should 
be extended on cool or humid days, 
to allow sufficient dryine time 
Since the glue dries trom the edge 
of the joint inward, the removal of 
pressure when the outer surface 
appears dry may result in incom 
plete adhesion at the centre of the 
joint, and a considerably weakened 
glue line 

The third rule of good glueing is 
to maintain adequate pressure for 
sufficient time to allow the glue line 
to completely cure. 

To hasten the curing time of the 
glue line, heat may be applied, or, 
in the case of certain nuxtures the 
introduction of a catalyst or setting 
agent may curing time 
The choice of method in heating the 
glued assembly depends to

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extent on the type of operation and 
quantity of parts involved. 


In plywood manufacture, the 
common method of curing glue 
lines is by using a hot press. The 
use of hot presses or hot rolls is 
normally restricted to  thermo- 
setting glues. Large presses with 


12 to 14 platens are often used by 
the plywood manufacturer for the 
rapid manufacture of high-grade 
panels, and steam is commonly used 
as the heating agent 

Where relatively complicated 
shapes and forms are required in 
laminated structures, the bag 
moulding process is employed with 
success, In this type of fabrication 
the veneer, coated with adhesive, is 
laid over a form shaped to the 
desired curve. By applying heat and 
pressure through a flexible bag or 
blanket, the veneer is moulded into 
plywood of desired shape

9 Aspects of Splicing 


CCURACY of trimming is ex- 

tremely important for it can 
affect the quality of the finished 
plywood. A trimmer that cuts out 
of true will cause warping of the 
built-up veneer sheets and, while 
these sheets may be pressed flat 
during the glueing operation, resid- 
ual internal stresses will neverthe- 
less be present. When the fabricated 
panel is permitted to move freely, it 
will warp in order to relieve these 
stresses, 

Spreading 

If brushes are employed, they 
should be suited to the glue vis- 
cosity; a thin glue needs a softer 
brush than a thick one. Hand brush 
spreading still widely used, 
although it is somewhat slow and its 
success is largely dependent on the 
skill of the operator. Large fac- 
tories almost always prefer mechan- 
ical spreaders, some of which are 
automatic. In these machines packs 
of veneers are fed between travel- 
ling caterpillar tracks. The veneers 
are thus compressed before being 
drawn over the trimming cutters 
and glue-spreading rollers. 

The glue mix used in such auto- 
matic spreaders must be thin, 
otherwise too heavy a glue spread 
will result. The glue can be thinned 
by the addition of alcohol or water, 
but the dilution should be controlled 
carefully and adjusted to suit the

veneers A preterable method of 
dilution is to add sufficient hardener 
to obtain the required viscosity. 

Any additions, even up to 50 per 
cent, may be necessary and experi- 
ments should be carried out to 
determine the actual quantity re- 
quired for any particular condition. 
Addition of hardener greater than 
the customary ten per cent gives 
good results and also extends the 
safe drying times from a few hours 
to several days. Such an extension 
can be of considerable value 


Feed Speed 


The highest feed speeds are ob- 
tained with fast hardeners used in 
machines having a long heater strip 
Machines having a heater bar of 
only 42 in. give about halt the feed 
speed of later models with a 60 in. 
bar, other conditions being equal. 
The working temperature of the 
bars has considerable effect; the 
hotter the bar the faster the maxi- 
mum feed speed obtained. 

The temperature of the heater bar 
is set by thermostatic control. It 
has been noticed that often the 
thermostats, although working well, 
do not maintain the indicated tem- 
peratures the usual error being that 
the temperature indicated is higher 
than the actual heater bar tempera- 
ture. This can lead to disappointing 
results, if it is not taken into ac- 
count. With synthetic resins, most

The thicker the veneer the longer 
it takes for the heat to penetrate 
and therefore the feed speed is 
lowered. 

The adaptation of edge splicers 
for radio frequency (RF) heating 
has enabled very high feed speeds 
to be achieved. As with other RF 
heating applications, the greater 
distance the heat has to penetrate 
the more favourable is the contrast 
with other methods of heating. 

For example, using an RF heated 
machine, 6 mm, veneers can be 
spliced at 45 f.p.m. 

The present RF heated machines 
use the same mechanism as the nor- 
mal tapeless splicer, the heating 
units being replaced by electrodes 
insulated from the remainder of the 
machine and connected to a 
generator which is 
separate unit. 


Glue “ Build-up” on the 
Pressure Bar 


This is the most common cause 
of difficulty with edge splicers, Glue 
gradually builds up on the pressure 
bar until it becomes a block that 
ruptures any veneers being passed 
through the machine. This can 
occur with any type of glue but is 
of greater nuisance with the syn- 
thetics, for any build-up on the 
pressure bar is solidified by the 
heat. 

Hide glues, being  thermo- 
plastic, are to some _ extent 
softened by the heat and there

Scorching 


Each species of wood has a defi- 
nite temperature above which 
scorching will occur. Although the 
heater bars ot the edge splicer are 
often above the minimum scorching 
temperature of the veneer, scorch- 
ing is unlikely to occur as the ven- 
eer does not remain long enough 
in the machine to attain the tem- 
perature of the heater bar. 

The slower the feed speed, how- 
ever, the hotter the veneer becomes 
and the greater the danger of 
scorching Thin veneers are the

Very Thin Veneers
